BOYNE CITY — A 
roomful of citizens gathered 
at a Charlevoix County 
Road Commission meeting 
on Wednesday, Dec. 12 hop- 
ing to hear some solutions 
for improving the Boyne 
City-Charlevoix Road. 

But the meeting at City 
Hall in Boyne City held 
little hope of action on 
that 17-mile stretch of 
county road before the 
year 2012. 

Road- commissioners 
Doug Way, Wayne Saunders 
and Keith Ogden were 
mostly silent during the 
meeting, while manager Pat 
Harmon explained the fi- 
nancial status of the 
county’s road commission 
and fielded questions from 
the audience. 

Many of the citizens that 
attended the meeting were 
part of a growing populace 
frustrated with the Boyne 
City-Charlevoix Road. The 
disrepair of the road makes 


for dangerous driving con- 


ditions, some said, including 
county sheriff George T. 
Lasater. 

A member of the audience 
questioned why money was 
spent on areas not as bad as 
the Boyne City-Charlevoix 
Road, but Harmon said the 
townships funded those ar- 
eas. 

Harmon said the years 
2008-2009 would be used 
by the road commission for 
building up revenue. The 
only project scheduled is in 
Boyne City and city man- 


ager Michael Cain said the’ 


city is prepared to postpone 
that project if it will help 
repair the county road ear- 
lier. 

A millage request was 
discussed, but county com- 


missioner Shirlene Tripp, 


who attended the meeting, 
voiced her reservations. 
“Tt’s tough for people to 
vote for it when they’re 
taxed enough,” said Tripp. 
Some doubt that a millage 
would raise enough funds 
because it would tax prop- 
erty owners, but trucks, 
which make up a high per-

centage of traffic on the 
Boyne City-Charlevoix 
Road, would not pay the 
millage, nor would visitors 
to the area. ; 
Harmon said he didn’t 
know of any state grants 
available, but that the road 
commission was in contact 


with the Indian tribes for 
possible grants. It was 
brought up that public safety 
grants. were sometimes 
available. 

Bay Township resident 
Jerry Matelski, who orga- 
nized residents to attend the 
meeting and voice their 


concerns, said after the 
meeting that he was hope- 
ful something could be 
done with the Boyne City- 
Charlevoix Road earlier 
than.2012. He is meeting 
with state Rep. Kevin 
Elsenheimer this week to 
discuss tHe issue.

BOYNE CITY — The 
issue of a portion of land 
at the waterfront in an 
ownership dispute be- 
tween the city and the One 
Water Street developers 
was before city commis- 


| sioners again at a meeting 


on Tuesday, Dec. 11. 

An agreement between 
the city and the develop- 
ers that was signed:on 
Dec. 18,:2006, expires on 
Dec. 31, and commission- 
ers had to decide whether 
or not to extend the agree- 
ment. 

But, the agreement has 
been a source of contro- 
versy because of its terms 


and some of its language. 
The document quit-claims. 


the triangle portion of the 
land from One Water 
Street Development Com- 


pany, LLC to the City of 


Boyne City contingent 
upon the city’s approval of 
the developers’ plan and 
isstiance of a conditional 


use permit and of a zon- 


ing permit. 

Some citizens question 
how One Water Street can 
quit-claim land that they 
say the developers do not 
own in the first place. 

“Water Street runs all 
the way to water’s edge,” 
said resident Sue Hobbs. 
“All that has to be done is 
a title search and One Wa- 
ter Street will know they 
don’t own it. There are 
photos of Water Street go- 
ing to the- water. I don’t 
know how they could 
claim it. It is already ours, 
they can’t give it back to 


us. I think that this agree- . 
ment should not be ex- 


tended, and should not 
have been agreed to-in the 
first place. This is basi- 
cally a bribe.” , 

Area resident, Vasco 
Zucchiatti questioned the 
contingencies contained 
in the agreement. 

“It is ironic and arrogant 
on the part of the devel- 
oper to get so many ben- 
efits from the city and 
then propose to quit-claim 


deed property they don’t. 


own,” he said. “That’s a

This Christmas season finds people around the world in strife. Some 
“ are living where a war is being fought. Others are not at peace in their

We need to redouble our efforts for peace, not only through our gov- 
“ernment and social organizations, but also within each one of us. Peace 
“will begin through each individual who feels peace in their heart and 
* passes it on to others. 

On Dec. 12 in Turku, Finland, an appeal for world peace was pre- 
' sented. Leaders of four denominations participated. In their appeal, 

they recognized the importance of solidarity both on an individual level 
and in the interaction among different nations. 
The website for the city of Turku related how families, schools, work- 
places and congregations should be developed into places that offer a 
* caring and safe environment. Such commitment strengthens and de- 
* velops mental health in a way that will never be found in data networks 
- and in the virtual reality, but only where people are close to one an- 
other, it was stated on the site. 
Finland, as long as we’re on the subject, has a rather interesting tra- 
dition known as the “Declaration of Christmas Peace.” From a time 
during the Middle Ages, the declaration has been read at noon on Christ- 
mas Eve from a parchment roll on the Old Great Square of Turku. 
The Declaration of Christmas Peace reads in part: “A general Christ- 
mas peace is hereby declared and all persons are directed to observe 
~ this holiday with due reverence and otherwise quietly and peacefully 

to conduct themselves, for whosoever breaks this peace by any unlaw- 
~ ful or improper conduct shall be liable to whatever penalty is prescribed 
” by law and decree for each offence or misdemeanor. 

“Finally,” the declaration states, “all citizens are wished a joyous 
Christmas holiday.” 

That couldn’t be much more clear.
